My  dear  Mr.  Langford: 

Yours  of  yesterday  received  and  I  hasten  to  reply.  In  the 
letter  to  Kir,  Boyd  of  October  loth,  1895,  and  in  the  inforrration 
given  nearly  a  year  ago  to  the  Rev.  Henry  M,  Field  of  the  ’’Evan¬ 
gelist''  I  regret  tlat  I  mixed  up  your  name  v/it-h  tiiat  of  tlie  Rev.  Dr 
^JKving,  who  v/as  the  Secretary  of  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  1880.  But  you  liave  been  secretary  so  many  years  and  our 
relations  have  been  so  pleasant  t}Tat  T  was  under  the  impression  you 
had  been  secretary  ever  since  T  have  had  occasion  to  visit  yoir 
inission  room^  , 

But  while  T  was  unaer  a  misapp^’ ehensi on  with  regard  to  some  of 
the  secretaries  of  the  famous  meeting  of  1880,  1  am  not  niis taken  as 
to  ti""^  important  and  main  point  that  there  was  a  meeting  at  which 
there  was  present  Dr.  John  Reiu,  one  of  tlie  seci’eta^'ies  of 
MothodiM  Missions,  Dr.  llemy  Kl.  Morehouse,  secretary  of  baptist 
Hom3  >.'issions,  Dr.  Hen' y  Kendall,  one  of  the  secretaries  of  Pres¬ 
byterian  Home  Missions  and  myself. 

Dr.  Henry  iCendal  1  issued  the  invitations  to  the  meeting  and 
I  carried  them  in  person  to  the  seer o tar i os  of  tiie  several  miss  ion 
societies.  Drs.  Reid  ana  Moreliouse  accepted  the  invitation,  the 
Congregational  secretaries  declined,  and  the  secretary  of  Domestic 
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Missions  of  the  Episcopal  (Church  ('.whoever  he  was  in  ^Taniary  1880, 
from  your  1‘etter  T  take  it  to  liave  been  i:r ,  Tivinfr)  ,  T  saw  in  person 
I  explained,  to  him  the  purpose  of  the  Conference  ano  the  need  of 
soiiio  arrangement  by  wblGh  the  several  Missionary'  Societies  should 
■  no  t’  ‘‘inter  fere  v;ith  one  another  in  the  Alaska  work.  In  reply  he 
expressed  }iis  regret  that  a  previous  engagan^sit  waild  hot  allow 
of  his  attendance,  but  said  t^fet  he  thought  some  arrangement  of  the 
Alaska  field  would  be  a  wise  thing  and  expressed  his  readiness  to 
co-operate. 

T}ie  Conference  met  at  the  t'ethodist  Miss  Ion  Ro'oms  at  10 
o'clock  p.m.  January  19th,  1880.  The  Pr esbyterlans  being  already 
at  work  in  Southeast  Alaska,  tliat  section  was  left  to  them,  the 
Baptists  took  Kadiak  Island  and  the  Cook's  Inlet  region;  the 
Metlxidists  took  Ti'nalaska  and  the  Aleutian  Islands —  and  the  great 
valley  of  the  Yukon  River  comprising  abait  one-third  of  all  Alaska 
was  set  off  for’  the  Episcopalians  largely  because  the  missionaries 
of  the  Church  of  England  had  given  some  attention  to  the  tribes 
along  that  river. 

Later  when  the  Moravians  cormienced  work  in  Alaska  they  took 

the  valleys  of  the  Kuskokwim  and  Kushagak  rivers  and  the  Oongrega- 

% 

tionalists  the  region  of  Bering  Straits. 

So  far  as  I  know,  none  of  the  mission  societies,  whose  secre¬ 
taries  were  present  took  official  action  in  the  matter,  except  the 
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Methodist.  Nor  do  T  remember  that  there  was  any  v/ritten  af^reement 
between  the  secretaries  themselves,  only  a  tacit  understanding^  on 
the  subject.  ’ 

Any  Secretary  was  at  liberty  to  pursue  a  different  course  if 
he  v^ished.  But  up  to  the  present,  that  understanding  has  been 
quietly  but  effectively  carried  out,  so  tiiat  after  't>n  lapse-of  15 
years,  ydU  will  fine  -  upon  the  map  of  Alaska  that  the  missions  of . 
several  ch.irches  are  mainly  located  in  the  regions  marked  out  by 
the  ''’onfereno e  of  1880.  ■■ 

This  condition  of  things  has  greatly  facilitated  the  .work  in 
Alaska  and  commended  itself  to  the  C la- istl an  givers  of  leading 
denominations. 

A  evidently  Br.  Twlng  made  no  mention  of  the  matter  to  you 
when  you  came  into  vcxir  present  position  in  1885,  it  is  certainly 
the  leading  of  divine  providence  tliat  you  and  your'  Board  upon  tak¬ 
ing  up  v/ork  in  Alaska  should  have  entered  the  field  wM  ch  had  boon 
market,  out  for  you  five  years  previously. 

Tt  also  sliovfs  the  wisdom  and  fairness  of  the  cd vision,  when 
to  your  Church  vfas  given  the  very  field,  which  of  nil  others  they 
would  have  selected  for  t/Bmselves. 

The  past,  however,  is  fixed  ana  can  not  be.  changed.  'Put  now 
I  tJin  more  concerned  for  the  immediate  futui’e..  . 

I  am  informed  that  the  Episcopaloans  piave  aanmnaod  a  mission 


to  the  whites  at  Juneau  in  Southeast  Alaska. 

■  Of  coirse  they  hiave  perfect  liberty  to  do  so,  but  is  it  the 
wisest  tldne  to  do? 

It  is  a  small  eonuminity  of  56S  white  men,  and  109  white  womjn 
aocor»ding  to  census  of  1890.  It  has  grown  some,  not  very  niuch 
since  then.  There:  may  be  fr  cm  800  to  1000  ^fl1itQ  people  there. 

The  Presbyterians  have  had  , an  ordained  .Minister  there  ibr.t.hQ 
natives  for  years  and  hav^s  built  up  a -flourishing  native  ch^ax-ch. 
They  have  also  had  ordained  Ministers  to  the  wiiite  people  there 
for  several  years.  Have  a  chiroh  building  and  organized  c lurch  to 
the  whites.  It  is  true  that  the  Mission  Poard  have  been  a  long 
time  in  securing  a  successor  to  Rev.  Mr.  King.tlie  last  minister. 
But  tliey  have  by’ no  means  abandoned  the  field,  in  the  mean  time 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  missionary  to  the  native  church,  has  held  oc- 
casiorjal  services  for  the  whites.  A  large  element  in  the  popula¬ 
tion  are  Roman  Catholics.  , 

Presbyterian  and  Ro/nan  Catholic  clurches  on  the  gro’^uid, 

I  'think  you  'Will  find  it  an  expensive  and,  unsatisfactory  field  to 
cultivate. 

During  tlie  past  tv/o  years  rich  gold  mines  have  been  discovered 
in  the  valley  of  the  Yukon,  ana  nearly  one  half  of  the  total  vHiite 

population  of  Alaska  is  now  in  the  Yukon  vally - ana  ”40  Mile 

Creek  and  Circle  City,  botii  in  the  Cukon  Vsllev  are  rapialy  out¬ 
stripping  "Juneau .  v 


At  th-3  same  time  rich  mines  on  Cooks  Tniet  ana  Unga  Island  are 
attracting  a  wiite  immigration  to  the  sections  where  the  Baptist 
and  .Metliodist  are  at  work. 

ITow  will  it  be  a  wise  use  of  consecrated  morey,  for  the  Epis- 
coT)a leans,  Baptist,  ATothodist,  Gongregatiorali  s ts  and  Presbyterians 
to  each  sustain  a  mission  at  Juneau?  Circle  City,  40  Anie  Creek, 
Unga  and  Cooks  Inlet.  4  or  5  churches  in  a  comrunity  of  400  or  500 
Protestant  settlers?  iVill  not  be  v/iser  to  continue  ths  fo':*mer 
policy  and  let  the  Baptist  and  Met}Todists  establish  churches  to  the 
few  wMte  miners  wVo  are  flocking  to  the  regions  where  those 
churches  are  caring  f o-  the  natives,  and  leave  the  Episcopalians 
to  care  foe  Circle  City,  40  Mile  Creek  and  t  }ie  other  will  te  settle¬ 
ments  in  the  Yukon  Valley  undisturbed  by  the  c  omi  ng  of  other 
churches--  and  leave  Juneau,  and  Southeast  Alaska  to  the  Presbyte¬ 
rians  who  have  been  at  v?ork  there  since  1877? 

The  Presbyterians  have  two  chirchesbuildings ,  ano.  two  chirch 
Organizations  at  both  Juneau  and  Sitka  and  T  do  not  think  they  have 
any  thought  of  giving  them  up,  and  expect  to  keep  two  ministers  at 
Juneau,  and  when  Sitka  grows  two  at  the  place.  They  have  had  a 
minister  at  Sitka  since  1880  anci  he  has  and  is  now  ministering  to 
whites  anci  natives. 

There  is  more  work  fa’  the  Episcoal  Cliurch  in  the  Yukon  River 
valley  than  I  know  you  i/ill  have  funds  to  pay  f cr  .  Eor  strange  as 
it  may  seem,  it  is  the  doming  Centre  of  the  white  population  of 
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of  Alaska.  if  you  cai-e  fa-  2000  milas  of  Yukon  River  valley  ana 
then  streoh  500  miles  from  St.  James  Miss  lor.  to  Point  Hope,  and 
then  take  in  another  tliousanci  miles  of  ter.ritory  along  the  valleys 
of  the  huntak  anci  Kowak  Rivers  arc.  you  have  a  royal  field  and  one 
that  is  compact.  The  Bishop  can  then  visit  every  Held  once  a  year 
Put  if  vou  are  going  to  place  small  missiore  both  in  the  territory 
am  along  tm  coast  thev  cannot  be  visited  yearly  by  the  Bishop  and 
the  cost  of  maintaining  your  iiork  be  ftreatly  increased. 

I  am  very  glad  tile  Oeneral  Convention  has  el  acted  a  bishop  for 
Alaska.  1  '..as  also  glad  to  see  the  heartiness  vtit  h  win c h  ma ny  ca.me 
to  the  support  of  tte  wa-k  of  your  noble  missionaries.  Chapman, 
Prevost,  Briggs,  Eoi  son  arc  their  helpers.  1  I,eve  thought  of  writ¬ 
ing  on  tile  subject  to  some  of  -mur  cluroh  papers,  but  do  not  know 
that  I  f i  rid  t  iine.
